0 (t easily 
forgotten.** We bring you heret 
Henry Wa!lace*s voice raised in 
an appeal for freedom and 
democracy for all the 
peoples of the world. 


W^e, who in a formal or an informal way represent most of the 
free peoples of ihc world, are mel here tonight in the interests of the 
millions in all the nations who have freedom in their souls. To my 
mind this meeting has just one purpose — to let those millions in 
other countries know that here in the United Stales are 130 milMon 
men, women, and children who arc in this war to the finish. Our 
American people are utterly resolved to go on until they can strike the 
relentless blows that will assure a complete victory and W'ilh it win a 
new day for the lovers of freedom everywhere on this earth. 

tf This is a fight between u slave world and a free world. Just as 
the United Stales in 1H62 could not remain half slave and half free, 
so in 1942 the world must make Us decision for a complete victory 
one way or the other. 


As we begin the final stages of this light to the death between 
the free world and the slave world, it is w^orth while to refresh our 
minds about the niardi of freedom for the ctmimon man. The idea 
of freedom — the frccdtmi that we in the United States kmnv and 
love so well — is derived from the Bible, with its extraordinary 
emphasis on the dignity of the individiiaL Dcnux:racy is the only 
true political expression of Chrisiianity . . , 

When the freedom-loving people march — ^when the farmers have 
an opportunity to buy land at reasonable prices and to sell the produce 
of their land through their own organisations, when workers have the 
opportunity to form unions and bargain through them collectively, and 
witen the children of all the people have an opportunity to attend 
schools which teach them truths of the real world in w'hich they live — 
when these opportiinUies are open to everyone, then the world moves 
straight ahead . , , 

te The people arc on the march toward even fuller freedom than 
the most fortunate peoples of the earth have hitherto enjoyed. No 
Nazi counierrevoluium will stop it. The common man will smoke the 
Hitler ‘stooges' out into the open in the United States, in Latin America, 
and in India, He will destroy their inOucnce. No Lavals, no Mussnlinis, 
will be tolerated in a free world , , * 


n Some have spoken of the "American Century.’ T sjiy that the 
century' on which wc arc entering — the century which will come of 
this war — can tic and must he the century' of the common man* 
Perhaps it will be America's oppt^rtunily to suggest the freedoms and 
duties by which the common man must live. Everywhere the common 
man must learn to build his own industries with his own hands in a 
practical fashion. Everywhere the common man must learn to increase 
his productivity so that he and bis children can eventually pay to the 
world community all that they have received. No nation will have the 
God-given right to exploit iHher nations. Older nations will have the 
privilege of helping younger nations get started on the path io Indus- 
trializiition, but there must he neither military nor economic imperialism,

The tower rises TO feet above roof and 
tl^7 feet above street. All conduit 
except one terminates in a pull box 
mounted just hehm floor of dome. 
The other conduit carries the pulse 
cable and terminates in center of 
antenna base. A stairway spirals up- 
w^ard around the tower. Even though 
it has a substantial railing, a strong 
wind makes climbing a forehtMling ex- 
perience even for a veteran at work. 


Five iwo-iiich and one three*quarler 
inch conduit were run through the 
roof and up the tower, A three-quar- 
ter line carried power wires one cir- 
cuit of which was for obstruction 
lights that operate through a photo- 
electric rontrollerf located on far side 
of antenna base and pointed to the 
north sky to operate automatically.

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How’s Your Power Quotient? 


L ABIES, there’s a saying popular 
in both male and female circles — 
Never undei estimate the power of a 
woman,'’ Let’s talk about this subject 
— surely it's one that’s rather sweet 
to us. It's very true that the womeu 
of today are quite powejful and 
wield a considerable influence. The 
distaff side has come a long way from 
the time when wives were meekly 
subject to their husbands in all 
things, when their “place was in the 
home” and no exceptions, and when 
they, like children, “should be seen 
and not heard.” 

Now the question is, ladies, what 
are we doing with this power of ours? 
Are we using it for good? Are we 
letting it lie do mi ant? Are we abus- 
ing the power we have by exerting 
wrong influences? 

What Advice Do We Give? 

Let's talk about these things for a 
nioment. Let’s take the last point 
first. Jones is a wife and 

mother. Her husband and children 
often ask her for her opinion. How 
does she react? Well, beige’s an ex- 
ample, Johnny, the 12-year-oM son, 
isn't doing well in schooL He com- 
plains to his mother: “The teacher 
doesn’t like me. She picks on me,” 
And what is mama's reaction? 

“You just stand up to that teacher. 
Don’t let her get anything off of you.” 
Ten-year-old Jean goes to the store 
for her mother. When she returns 
home she says, “Mama, I think the 
man gave me a quaider too much 
change.” 

What does mama say? “Good, he 
charges too much any way. Here, 
you can have a dime of it for candy.” 
Her husband comes home from 
work. He says, “They’d like me to 
be a steward in the union. What do 
you think?” 



Answer: “I think you’d he crmy 

to give up your good time to work 
for the union and besides Fm not 
going to put Up with your having any 
more nights away from home!” 

These examples of the kind of 
power Mary Jones is exerting may be 
a little extreme but really not far- 
fetched. 

She’s exei-ting influences on her 
family — using the power that she 
holds in her two hands as a wife and 
mother — for what? To make her son 
aggressive and without lespect for 
authority. To make her daughter dis- 
honest. To make her husband shirk 
his responsibilities and destroy his 
qualities of leadership. And what’s 
moie I bet Mary Jones is an awful 
nag. 

Now let’s conshler Alice Drown, 
Her son Jim,, and daughter Betty also 
bring their small problems honie. 
They try to tell their mother about 
them and ask her advice. 

“Mom, will you listen to my essay 
for the contest and tell me what you 
think?” — Daughter Betty asking. 

“Oh Betty, T haven’t time now. I 
have to get suppei',” And after sup- 
per there is something else to do and 
Alice Brown never does get around to 
taking an interest in something that 
is vitally important to hei* 14-year- 
old daughter. 

“Alice,” it’s her husband speaking 
now, “the union wants some of the 
wives to help get people jegistei-ed to 
vote. Will you help?” 

“Oh Jim, how can you ask me with 
all I have to do? I simply haven’t the 
time right now. Maybe nex^ year.” 

How is .^lice Brown using her 
po%ver with her family and the com- 
munity? For good or bad? Neither— 
she just isn’t. Whatever power she 
has is just lying dormant and after a 
while it will dry up (i'om lack of use. 
And some day a very surprised and 
perhaps sad, Alice Brown, will wake 
up to the fact that nobody botheis to 
consult her anymore. She’s just a 
pai’t of the household furnishings — 
good for cooking meals and making 
beds and little else,

Of course, you know there’s one 
more lady in this little account. We’ll 
call her Margaret Gray. What is her 


P. Q. (Power Quotient)?

The number of pension plans for 
workers als(» is f?ro\vin^ and iliase 
in effect arc heiiif? improved along' 
thesf^ lines;

3. Establishment or lil>eraliza- 
tioii of vesting rights. (The rights 
of workers to retain accniinibited 
rigtils to pension funds even if they 
leave a company h(*fore retirement 
age.) 

4. More liberal provisions for 
early retirement and disability re- 
tiremciil features. 

In adflitioii to thes<" security 
benefits, protection in the face of 
lay -off rtr discharge is l»eing pro- 
vidf^l to more and more workers 
through negotiation of severance 
[>ay plans and supplementary iin- 
cmploynient benefit plans. 

One other area in which improve- 
ments an* eon t liming is the negoti- 
aiion of additional paid time off 
tlirough bnigcr vaeations and more 
hoi inlays. Typical changes provid- 
ing longor vacations Inchide; (1) 
Service refiuirements to qualify for 
two wct*ks vacation i-educed to one 
or two year’s; (2) Years required 
for thivc weeks vacation cut to 10, 

0 or even fewer; (3) Addition of 
a fourth week of vacation for long- 
.service wm’kcrs, usually those with 
20 or more years* serviee. 

The rnimher of holidays is being 
increased by the addition of one 
or even two more paid days off. 
The total number of holidays in 
many contracts ts being increased 
to 8, n or ev’cn more r;ach year. 

While local conditions must de- 
termine tljc various settlements 
made throughout the eountiy,

In Scottsdale, Arizona, when you go out looking fi>r a refre.shing evening yini drojj intn a saloon (there are no 
taverns), a good old-time western saloon with dance hall girls as waitresses* bar tenders with real tnuslaches and side 
horns, and dressed in western clothes, old-time one-num bands fur dishing Ihc' enterlainmrnl and complete with w<»rks 
of art pir all to enjoy. Above the bar of I be Bed Hog saloon hangs Ked Hog Uosie, the pride of Scottsdale, a Hlft, 
by aft* oil painting costing 2o,0tl0 dollars. As seen al right, two dance hall girls who are waitresses, along with a 
wester*! character complete with waxed mustache* douhle-hrested vest and all the necessary garh of a western dandy. 
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August A. Busch’s Buchveisei') ; and 
three grandchildren (courtesy of our 
daughter and son-in-law). 

So imderstand my devotion to jour- 
nalistic duties when 1 explain that 
right now the temperature is 89 de- 
grees; my chair is sitting on a lush 
carpet of green grass; our apartment 
is in the middle of an orange grove 
just bursting with blooms^ and the 
famed and beautiful Cnme]l>ack Moun- 
tain rises in the background. Man, 
this is living! 

The famous and unique town of 
Scottsdale has long lieen a niecca for 
winter visitors. Here the horse ia 
man’s best friend, and you get your 
beer in a “saloon” and not a cocktail 
lounge. As for dress— It’s casual- 
hut you are not really considered well 
dressed unless yon ’re sporting a heard 
and weai’ing high-heeled boots! Other 
cities long ago converted their gas 
lamps to electric. Not Scottsdale! 
Recently they con voided theii* electric 
lights to gas to keep the rustic "west- 
ern” appearance in the downtown 
area, (It's hard to believe, but an- 
other place sporting gas lights was 
the bviilding owned by one of the 
utility locals in Phoenix and occupied 
by Local (140!) 

One of the older and more famous 
Scottsdale resorts is Camelback Inn — 
a beautiful .sprawling resort built at 
the foot of Camelback Mountain. A 
stone’s throw away is a golf course 
and swimming pool, and hoiseback 
riding is popular with the active visi- 
tors. (Us folks just “set.”) A short 
distance away is one of the newer 
resort hotels — “Mountain Shadow’s,” 
It has %vhat is prohably the largest 
swimming pool in Arizona — land- 
scaped wdth huge palm trees and color- 
ful flowei’s. 

But the newest addition to Scotts- 
dale is “Red Dog Rosie” who is the 
main interest of a 10-foot l>y five-foot 
oil painting. With only lace stockings 
and a fetching smile, she brightens 
the scene at the Red Dog Saloon. (Re- 
member the old “fishbowls” of beer — 
they serve 'em here) The saloon also 
houses the West’s largest chiindelier — 
20-feet in diajneter — fashioned of 
brass and crystal. 

Like many other western cities, 
Phoenix and Scottsdale have been ex- 
periencing phenomenal growth in re- 
cent years. Cotton fields, orange 
groves and barren desert land have 
been carved up to make room for trim 
concrete block homes, luxurious resort 
apartments, or for neighborhood shop- 
ping centers, Sinc€^ temperatures have 
a tendency to climb up around 115 
degrees in the summer^ every home 
has provision for cooling as well as 
heating. More often than not the new^ 
homes and apartments Install heat 
pumps — which <fhciently heat and 
cool by electricity, 

James Scruggs, gtmial Inisiness 
manager of Local happily re* 

ported that the majority of his mem- 


bers are w'orking. As he explained 
building in this Valley of the Sun, 
the winter season is the easiest work- 
ing time. (During the .summer a tool 
accidently left in the sun can cause 
first degree burns and supplementary 
hot language!) Winter is also the 
time when the “sno’w hi rd.s” migrate 
south and then head for the cooler 
climes wdien the mercury soars. 

Several former St. Louisans are 
members of Local (140, and they are 
completely sold on the beauties of 
Arizona. They all told me they have 
no intention of returning “East” ex- 
cept on a vacation. But I wdlh Next 
month we’ll be back at ou]' old familiar 
spot, talking about the happenings in 
our old home town. So, as they say 
out here, “See you later, podner!”

Study Increase in 
Local 3 Pension Plan 

r,. U. 3. NEW YOKK. N. Y.— Rusiness 

Manager Han y Van Arsdale, Jr, and 
Assistant Business Manager John 
Lapham conducted an a 11 -day confer- 
ence on April 9th to discuss ami study 
the Pension and Welfare Benefit 
Plans of Local Union -i. Business 
Representatives and Advisory Board 
members of the manufactuTing and 
supply divisions gathered to find ways 
and means to increase the pension, 
hospitalization and welfare benefits of 
each plan. 

In the moining session I\Ir. Van 
Arsdale pointed out that as of Janu- 
ary 1941, a modest pension plan was 
inaugurated in the construction divi* 
Sion of Local Union 3, to provide 
benefits to supplement the IBEW 
$50,00 per month pension at age 05, 
which had been in effect for many 
yeaj's. 

After a few years of experience in 
jointly administering and improving 
the [dan, similar pension and welfare 
plans were inaugurated in 1944, in 
the Illumination Products Industry 
and the Electrical Manufacturing and 
Switchboard Industry; in 1945 in the 
Electrical Wholesalers Imlustry; in 
194fi In the Wiring Device Industry; 
and in 1948 in the Poi'table Lamp and 
Shade Industry, 

Pensions w^ere jiaid out since the 
inception of these plans but as the 
years passed and reserves were aceum* 
ulated, the beneftts were inci^eased. 

After a general discussion and ques- 
tion -and -answer period, each group of 


advisory board members met with 
their respective business representa- 
tive in separate rooms, and cai-efully 
studied the financial report of their 
pension and welfare plan. They dis- 
cussed in detail the added benefits 
they desired as compared with the 
ability of the plan to cany the in- 
creased burden. 

This work was interrupted by a 
luncheon meeting where theie was an 
exchange of ideas and further oppor- 
tunity for general discussion. 

In the af tel noon Mr. Van Arsdale 
and Mr. Lapham conferred separately 
with each gi'Oup, and reviewed each 
list of proposals which wull be sub- 
mitted for consideration to the em- 
ployer representatives at future 
meetings of the pension committees. 

In each case an efFoi't will be tnade 
to raise the pension to $(10.00 per 
month and the hospitalization to 
$20,00 pei‘ day. 

The Joint Industry Board of the 
Electrical Industry of New York re- 
cently sponsored a conference on the 
nuclear age which consisted of four 
weekly morning sessions at the Cooper 
Union School for the Advaiiccment of 
Science and Art, and a field trip to 
the Edison Company’s first Atomic 
Power Plant under construction at 
Indian Point, north of New York City. 

Approximately 100 contractors, 
Superintendents and representatives 
of labor participated in the program. 

Dr, Boris Pregel, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of New York Acad- 
emy of Sciences lectured on “The Im- 
pact of the Nuclear Age,” Dr, John 
R. Dunning, Dean of Colunil>ia Uni- 
versity’s School of Engineering, dis- 
cussed “The What and How of Nu* 
clear Power,” 

Dr. Howard A. Wilcox, Deputy Di- 
rector of Defen.se Research and Engi- 
neering at the Pentagon and G. 
Holmes Perkins, Dean of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania’s School of Fine 
Alts projected “The Pi'omise of the 
Nuclear Age.” 

Dr. Merril Eisenhud, |>rofessor of 
Industilal Medicine, New York Uni- 
versity Bellevue Medical Center 
cleared up some misunderstandings of 
“The Hazards of the Nuclear Age,” 

Through the lectures and discussion 
periods each participant has a better 
idea of the atomic age and a compiled 
record with a summary of each jires- 
entation. A booklet describing this 
conference is in preparation by the 
Joint Industry Board,

nal in the entire country. The project 
has attracted regional attention be- 
cause it will give Springftebl a facil- 
ity, second to none, and increase its 
importance as a New England and 
national mail center. The buildirig 
will bouse iiutomatic cootinuously- 
mov'ing belts, keyboard separalifin ma- 
chines for Parcel Post, and boas I of 
rdI,Pt)tl square feet of loading and 
unloading platform space. The project 


win culm in ate the conversion of 
Springdi'ld into a concentration cimter 
of mail for at teiist five New EnglamI 
stales. Another new building which 
was ri'Cenily completed is the new 
home of Western Massachiisetta Elec- 
tric Comjiariy, The three- story oflice 
huilding is a vertible show'case for 
the uses of idectricily. Many dilTer- 
ent fajius of lighting have been 
brought into use and Uvo diffei'ent 
typ<*s of electric healing are installed 
in the building. 

The main offiec building is heated 
hy a heat pump system using an 8,000 
gallon water storage tank. The an- 
nex and cafeteria are heated with 
radiant heat. Even the sidewalls and 
nutHi<Ie stairwells are electrically 
healed to remo%"e snow and ice in the 
winter. For electrical entrances, the 
company has provided itself with 
three KiOO amp services, one 1200 
amp, ami one 000 amp which is useil 
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in the all “electric kitchen. The three 
1600 amp services provide electricity 
for power, liji^htin^ri and the heat 
pujop. The l2lhJ amp service is used 
for the pre-heaters, In the conference 
room the llg^htini*: can be bjought up 
to a level of 450 foot candles and still 
not be uncoml'ortably bivight. Tlio 
floors are type Homing which 

provide electrical outlets at two feet 
intervals, only two inches apart wher* 
ever needed. I’he foreman on Uie job 
was Jim Houltham

Long-range Plans to 
Meet Electric Needs 

L. U. 18 , LOS ANGKLES, CAUF.— 

in this area of Southern California 
where we have been bursting at the 
seams, so to speak, for years, in an 
effort to absorb and accommodate the 
never-ending influx of new residents, 
not the least of our problems has been 
to have available at all times an ade- 
quate supply of both water and elec- 
tricity. 

Since water works of various kinds 
and elect ji cal generating faciftties 
are not built overnight, this has in- 
volved a great deal of long-range 
forecasting and planning. 

As evidence of this long-range plan- 
ning, we now have two proposals from 
our munieipally-owned Department of 
Water and Power. The first is foi' a 

50.000 K.W, nuclear power plant 
which, It is proposed, will bo built In 
the Los Angelos area in conjunction 
with the City of Pasadena. It Is 
suggested that the Atomic Energy 
Commission build the reactor with the 
two cities sharing the construction 
costs. Power from such a plant, it is 
estimated, would serve a city of 

100.000 people. 

Tlie second proposal which has been 
submitted to Washington for approval 
is for the Depajtment of Water and 
FTiwer of Los Angeles to build a new 
dam and power plant at Bridge Can- 
yon on the Colorado River some 118 
miles up-river from the present 
Hoover Dam. This is a 248-mill I on- 
doll ar-project which, together with 
necessary transmission tines, would 
be financed entirely by the City of 
Los Angeles j or, if other states such 
as Arizona and Nevada wish to join 
in, an even larger tlam will be built 
with the costs and power output being 
prorated. 

It is emphasized that funds for 
these projects would be raised by the 
participating agencies with no Federal 
money re<[uired ruid so, of cour.se, at 
no expense to the general taxpayer. 

While such plans may seem to some 
to relate to the far-distant and un' 


foreseeable future, those of us who 
have grown up with Los Angeles know 
that such long-range plans must be 
constantly on the drawing boards if 
we are to keep abreast of the evei‘- 
inc ceasing demajid. 

Our 7U embers employed by the De- 
partment of Water and T^ower, some 
of whom set the first pole in Los 
Angeles 50 year ago, are proud to 
have had a responsible part in build- 
ing the department up to the billion 
dollar enterprise which it is today. 


They too are looking ahead to even 
greater things in the years to come.

If the wehiers sliould acci- 
dentally touch these support cables 
with their clamp, u cable connector 
slips, or a slight break in the insula- 
tion of the welf lev's cables should 
touch these suppmd cables, a short 
ciri'ult would fKH'ur, This w-tmld huim 
through the I 4 inch steel stage sup- 
port cables, thus the stage w-ould drop 
with pcjssible injury to the welders.

Eight teams 
were formed and an appeal went out 
to our empjoyers, local electrical con- 
tnictors to sponsor the leanis. The 
growth of our league will testify to 
the wonderful cooperation we received. 
Otto Zimmerman, our president, was 
ver> enthusiastic and he injected this 
enthusiasm in all our member.s. 

As week after week of good fellow- 
ship and frlenflly atmtisphere pre- 
vaded mir league, the waiting list to 
1k>wI increased by le-sips and Iwunds. 
Every liody it seems wantefi to Iwwt 
From this interest in bowling we lie- 
came vitally iiUe rested in our IBEW 
Handicap Tounmments ami as a re- 
sult we sent many fine teams to howl 
in the tounniments of International. 

Then Iragtsiy struck, March 24, 
1953, our beloved president, Otto Zim- 
merman was .seriously hurl in a fall 
from a steel tower at the Dupont job. 
As he wavered lietween life and death, 
our thoughts went out to his dear ones 
xit home and how seriously he would 
l>e misse<l by his Bmthers in the local, 
e.specially liy his Brothers in our 
l>ow]ing league. 

The next day Otto Zimmerman died. 
In the months which followed we 
missed him tremendously especially 
hia fainieas ami squareness. The en- 
thusiasm which Wi» got from him was 
put to the supreme test. When the 
close of the sexison came ami everyone 
realized what a succes.viful seitson it 
was, hy unanimous iicclain the league 
became known us the Otto Zimmer- 
man Memorial Leagui'^ of Local 11 and 
a trophy was perpetuated in his 
honor. 

The ne.vt year our league 1953-11154 
went to 12' teams, UJ54-1955 to Hi, 
stayed at HI for 11155-53, then jumped 
to 18 teams in 1953-1957. Since U157 
we ha\"e had 24 teams, 144 bo\^'lers 
canying on the traditions, good 
sportsmanship and gooil fellowship 
given to us by Otto Zimmerman, 

From these ideals inspiring us to 
help one another a sick ami death 
committee is now functioning to help 
out the Brothers and sponsors in their 
saddest hours. 

This remarkalde growth would not 
have been possible without the won- 
derful cooperation of our emjdoyers, 


electrical contractors who have given 
of their time, and backed us so well 
financially in sponsoring our teams.

Recently this local has been eti* 
g'aged in a concerted effort to obtain 
t‘ecoj?nitron of our wajre rates and 
comlitions and employment for our 
people on Air Force work- The work 
in question is electrical work under 
contract to several major companies 
in this country, companies which 
no nn ally ni a n ii f a c t u r e elect rica I 
lapiipment. Some of these companies 
are General P^lectric, Westing^hoiise, 
Radio Corpoj'ation of America, Philco 
ami others in a similar categ'Ory. 

The problem arose when these com- 
panies w'ere awarded prime contracts 
iiy the Air Force to manufacture and 
install their equipment. 

To date, this has affected work in 
the missile jirogiam category. These 
companies have attempted and also 
have been successful at times in 
bringing in people which they call 
t^echnicians to perform this work. As 
far as we are concerned the work is 
nothing different from work that we 
have historically done for years, and 
VC] y efTidently we might add also. 


It is our sincere belief that this 
work Is of such gigantic proportions 
that a concerted effort is necessary 
by all local unions that are alfected, 
along with the cooperation of our In- 
ternational OfUcc to coordinate our 
planning so that this work Is covered. 
Recently one such attempt we feel 
was directly rosponsihle in getting the 
Air Force to back off and include the 
Davis- Bacon provision.^? in these prime 
contracts- After info lining the con- 
tractors involved in several Govern- 
mental agencies, this local placed an 
Informational picket on the Martin 
Plant factory site southeast of 
Denver, In the picture enclosed 
members Fete Herring and Norman 
Neamand man the picket line with 
Assistant; Business Representative 
Kay P'iller. It was coincidental that 
at the same time that this picket was 
placed we also learned that pickets 
were placed on the Cheyenne, Wyom- 
ing Missile Installation and the Vnn- 
denUa'g Missile Installation ut Santa 
Barbara, California. It is our belief 
that if we continue to hammer away 
at these companies and the Depart- 
mem of Air Force that shcully the 


situation could be straightened out. 

The work on these guided missile 
sites, from our experience, is the most 
technical and the best work that it 
has ever been our pleasure to engage 
in. It is far too worth while to let 
slip and we believe that every effort 
must be made to continue to hoUl the 
line from the encroachment of the 
so-called technicians in the emijloy of 
the major companies.

Members of the local 
who worked on the Cohb plant realize 
how large a steam generating plant 
really is and the vast amount of 
skills required to build a structure 
of this magnitude.

The B, C. Cobb 
plant had a group of safety men on 


the site during wojking hours which 
remained till the completion of the 
first unit. By having these men pres- 
ent safe working conditions were 
strictly obseiwed and enforced. 

To have a .simular group of safely 
experts at the FMgeon Lake project 
would be a very welcome addition to 
the skill trades, 

Tlie Steel Case Company has started 
buikling an adclition to its plant on 
38th Street. The contract for the 
electrical work was awarded to Kirk-

Begin Long Round of 
Denver Negotiations 

L. r. Ill, DENVER. COr.O.— With 

the ad%*ent of summer weather in this 
area, line work is slowly beginning 
to pick up. We had a real rough 
winter, both as to bad weather and 
lack of work. The summer months 
also begin a new round of negotia- 
tions with the employets we deal 
with. Some 13 ditFerent agreements 
to negotiate each year means that vve 
ai'e bargaining nearly the year 
around with some group. 

We must not forget that 1960 is an 
election year, and that we, as work- 
ing peo]de, have an important stake 
in that election. Tt is Important that 
we vote, and to be eligible to vote it 
is necessary to be regi.stered. If you 
have moved since you voted, or if you 
did not vote in 1958, you wilt have 
to register. Then study the records 
and ability of the various candidates, 
and decide which people are best able 
to do the job yon wish done. 


If you do not vote, you have no 
right to complain about the people in 
office. 

In March another of our long time 
members retired on the pension. 
Brother Harry lJumbauld has been a 
member of the IBEW since 1936. We 
all wish him a long and happy j etii e- 
ment. 

The summer months are especially 
hazardous for electrical and ga,s work- 
ers, because of the light clothing 
worn. It olTers vfu'y little protection 
against gas or electrical burns. Re- 
member the safety rulers and observe 
them, and never forget that in our 
line of work danger is mir constant 
companion. 

We wish to extend a w^elcome to our 
three new members who came in on 
travelers from Local 860 in Laramie, 
Wyoming. We have written an agree- 
ment ’which covers all of the employe.^ 
of Collier TV Company in Wyoming, 
Colorado and Xebraska, so the ejn- 
ployes at Laramie tiansf erred in,

At the present time negotiations 
are continuing with Public Service 
Company of Colorado, and we ai^e 
preparing for negotiations wdth 
Yampa Valley REA. 

A hofjeful note on liargaining is the 
forecast in the March issue of the 
AFL-ClO CttllecUve BttrffamiHfi Re- 
porfjt. According to this repoid, wage 
increases for 1960 will probably l)e 
“at least equal to and most likely 
somewhat larger than those of 1959.^' 
fnci'eases in fringe benefits are also 
foreca.st by the report. 

Our four-state apprenticeship pro- 
gram for the line construction indus- 
try is now functioning veiy well, 
with some 3i) or more apprentices 
enrolled and working. One good 
feature of the program is that it 
makes for better continuity of em- 
ployment for apprentices. If work is 
slack in one area, perhaj>s the apjjren- 
tice can he placed on a job in some 
other area. In the past, it has been 
very difficult for apprentices to get 
clearetl for work away from their 
home local union. 

,At Morgan County REA, an inten- 
sive campaign is being pushed to sell 
electric heat for homes. Thi,s cam- 
[laign is meeting with very good suc- 
cess, and should provide more work 
for oui' members there. Whatever 
helps the electrical industry also helps 
the people wdio ’sv^oik in that indu.stry. 
We, as union members, should co- 
operate fully with management to 
help build the load. 

Speaking of load building— a few 
more laws to require more reports of 
various kinds, such as all the intricate 
reporting required under the Taft- 
Hailley and Landrum-Griffin Acts, 
and you will see many small local 
unions either fold up or be absorbed 
into la]gej‘ unions. Neither one of 
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those is jECOod, hut these are some of 
the hy-pfoducts of I'estrictive labor 
legislation,

Suiiject: Death of Member. 

The following firocedure should he 
strictly miheivfi to: — It has been 
brought to oui- attention that many of 
our memhers nre dying on their feet 
and refusing to fall over. THIS 
MUST STOP. 

On and after Janu^iiw 1st, Hif»0, 
any member sitting up after he has 
died will be d raffled from the payroll 
immediately, c.g. within IKI days. 

When it can he proved that the 
memlwr is supported by a hkkey, 
shovel, length of conduit or other such 
item, an aiiditiomil iH) days will he 
gianted. In case of a member not 
announcing hi.s iiUention to liie, the 
following procixlure should be 
adopted — 

If after several houis* it is noticeil 
that the Brothi^r has not moved or 
changed position, the steward will in- 
vestigate. 

Becaii.se of the highly sensitive 
nature of our member.s and the close 
i"t!Semblance between their working 
attitude and death wuinned over, the 


investigation will be made very 
quietly, so as not to disturb the 
Bmther if he is only sleeping. 

Should any doubt exist as to the 
true condition of the member, a good 
test is to extend a pay check in his 
general direction. If the Brother does 
not reach for it immediately, it can l>e 
reasonably assumed that he is dead* 

In some cases, however, the in.<itinct 
is so .strongly developed that the 
spasmodic clutch or reflex mav he en- 
countererL DO NOT LET THIS 
FOOL YOU. In all cases of death, a 
sworn sUttement (Form U R 1 2> 
must be filled out by the dect^ased.

The installation designed liy Frank

and incandescent fixtures, also o| a- rat- 
ing at 2T7 V has a unitpie switeliing 
ai miigemcnl for control of all fixtur(*s 
from either of two remote stations 
with a remote visua L con Do I panel 
in Uu* light operations booth high 
nhovi' the arena floor. 

The ohiminum conduit hUtngs and

An apprentice needs Ibe above rpiali* 
fieations, plus a few more, so that in 
the course of his study ami I'xperience 
weathered in on-the-job Irainiii*;-, makes 
him drive fomard to achieve Iwdter 
results for himself and his family, 
thereliy erealin^ prestifre for hilustdf 
ami his instructors. 

To be an appi'enlice is a most de* 
si ruble occupation — no niattei^ In \vhat 
fie lei.

An apprentiee creates and stimu- 
lates the desire for self-etl neat ion 
arnoiijr older men whose traininir has 
not as complete as that of the

An apprentice is one who does reap 
I hi* lumefil of trials and errors of 
those who have preceded him in his 
ehi^sen field of learning. Those who 
have fjoTie la^fore have cleared the path 
of heurl-break and strife, to give all 
of us the bright prosperous way of 
life wo enjoy today. 

An apprentice of Unliiy cun tioast 
anrl point with pride t<i the advance- 
ment of the higher ideals in tcnlay’s 
apprentice program, and, you who 
are apprentices can readily see the 
results of this fine work. 

The apprentice knows that in all 
of life’s ambitions, he can steadily 
climb to the highest pinimde of suc- 
cess, realidng that basically he 1ms 
the framdutfon from which can come 
the fruits of bis labors. And hia 
dream come true if consistently in 


years of study he has endeavored to 
learn all that he cmild. The appren- 
tice has his two feet planted firmly 
befoi'e he attempts to walk. 

Each apprentice realiiees that he 
must proceed cautiously in his educa- 
tion.

At the present time, Local 4TP hus 
notified the NEC A that we w'ould like 
to open our contract on mutual con- 
sent to set up a fund for a full time 
cfKirtliTuitor and for expansion of our 
training program. They immediately 
agreed to open our contract on mutual 
consent.

Employer Convicted of 
Union Discrimination 

1.. r. :.68, MOVriJEAl.. QrE.— A 

recent cam* in the .Municipal Court of 
Justice of Montreal was mentioned 
brielly in the back pages of the tiaily 
newspapers this past week, but it 
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marit* head) in es m the Jabor press 
throujjrhout the pravince* due to the 
fart that it was the first concrete 
evidence and result of the recent 
amendment to the Labor delations 
Act of the Province of Quebec. 

This case referred to an employe 
who was dismissed hy his employer 
for union activities. Following- rep re- 
sen tut ions made by his Union Counsel- 
lor Phil Cutler, wdio's also our JocaLs 
legal adviser, this employe was rein- 
stated in his former employment 
without loss of pay (si?£ months) and 
the employer w^as found guilty as 
charged, wdth the regu lationa' fine of 
$1000 per day for each day that he 
w'ould delay in reinstating this same 
employe in his former employment. 

This recent amendment to the 
Labor Act w'as obtained after re- 
jieated demands by the many labor 
councils throughout the Province and 
after formal presentation to the Que- 
bec Government by our Provincial 
Representative, the Quebec Federa- 
tion of Labor. In view of the fact 
of the recent labor legislations passed 
on tlie East and West Coast of Can- 
ada, we may consider ourselves a lit- 
tle privileged to have some laws in 
our labor legisiation which work at 
least both ways for a change.

it has been quite a Sjiell since Local 
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r>74 has sent in any news to the 
JniiKNAL so ril see if we cnn*t bring' 
the Brothers of the IBEW up to date 
on what is happening in this part of 
the Northwest. 

The work sitimLifm is aljout the 
same as in thi‘ rest of the United 
States— slo\s'— and a good many of 
the members have kvn loafing. Con- 
tracts uj'e alow in being awarded and 
some are never aw'arderJ. We have 
a large d*y-dock under construction 
in Puget Sound Naval Shijjyaid, 
After 15 months* work we now have 
a big hole in Sinclair Inlet and earth - 
moving machinery is at work around 
the dock, AfteJ- pumping the site, 
the contractor has to go 18 feet to 
grade to reach a total depth of 6! 
feet. This diyriock, upon completion^ 
will he 1,150 feet long, 180 feet wide 
and 01 feet tleep. Holei't Electric 
fnim Seattle has had from three to 
nine wii emen on the job and has four 
wiienuui on the Job at this time. We 
exjiect the crew to increase gradually 
starting in late fall. 

This past summer the wi remen in 
Local 5T4 volunteered tfieii^ services 
and did a large wiring job for some 
new Kitsap County Fair Buildings on 
a new site. Several Electrical Con- 
tractors, namely, Pacific Electric, 
Peteisen Electric, King Electric, and 
Rhodes Electric alternated weekends 
ail summer and planned and super- 
viseii the installation. The job was 
all in steel tuk and turned nut to be 
a real good job. The contractors fur- 
nished the trucks and eijuipment, etc., 
and supplies were pmehased at near 
cost The local and the contractors 
furnished the food and beer. This 
work was done on weekends and eve- 
nings, This yea]‘\s fair will be larger 
than ev(?r and will include a rodeo, 
the arena being under construction 
at this time. 

On November 20lh, IP-'iSl, Local 574 
held it.s annual Old Timer's Banquet 
in the Eagles Temple, There were 
alwut 150 people present and all re- 
ported a good time. There was after- 
dinner dancing until late evening. 
There were alnrut 20 pins pi*esented 
to Brothers with 25 years or more in 
the Brotherhood, Bitither Harold 
Silver nale, president of Local 77, 
Seattle, was present, also his very 
channiiig wife.

Third item: Due to increased cost.® 
of covenige under I he Pacific Ciiast 
Shipyard Health and Welfare I*lan by 
the present carrier, Cniled Stales Ufe 
Insurance Cmnpuny, the li-ustees of 
the Pacific Coast Shipyards Metal 
Tmdes Trust Fund felt it nece.esary to 
again advertise for bids to continue 
the same coverage. As a result of 
these new bids, on and after .April 1, 
the .Aetna Insumnce Co, wlil be 
the carrier for the fund. New claims 
sUitements are being prepared and 
should he used for alt claims starting 
after April 1, 1960.

pany, The electrical installation is 
in the very capable hands of W, G. 

His "'lieutenants" are fore- 
men C. 1-. Wyatt and O, A, Raines. 
Earl Cosh is the job steward. A jiic- 
tiM'c of the present work force is in- 
cluded \vitb this letter. 

The University of Virginia Metlical 
School is recognized as one of the 
iM^st, and this adderl facility will bring 
it,s care and ti'eiitmenl of the sick 
to the highest level. 

The nine-story addition is com- 
pletely air-conditionml (1400 tons)* 
has 22 oinu'iiting rooms, IT X-iay 
rooms, two radioactive cobalt storage 
iwms, ami wdll have 200 bed.s.

Details of Windsor 
Contract Outlined 

L. U, 7T3. WLNDSOK, ONT.— Since 
our last letter, several matters have 
happened that may be of interest to 
our readers. Probably the most im- 
portant of these is our agreement. This 
post agreement expired on March 31. 
1959. and we imme^tiately proceeded 
with the lawful steps of Canadian 
Labor Law, that is a conciliation offi- 
cer* A settlement of 2*5 cents per 
hour spread over a two-year period. 
(10^-10^-5r) was agreed upon by 
joint committee negotiations. How- 
ever, the employei's tuimeil down this 
offer. Without going into great detail, 
the conciliation officer advised the 
union of one means of reaching our 
objoctive which the union went along 
with* This advice, however, taken in 
good faith, certainly backfired in our 
faces and the next thing we knew, 
we were confronted with a concilia- 
tion board. 

Eventually, the report of the board 
wa.s not acceptable to the union and 
our next stejj, after five full months 
of negotiations, was strike action. 

Our strike fasted for the full month 
of September and with the wondeiTul 
suppoi't given by the entire member- 
ship, together with the cooperation of 
the Essex Building Trades Council, 
we won our demands.

This seemM to he ih(> fuittern 
of all industry in negoUations of the 
recent past. Dues deduction check -ofTf 
job and union security were perhaps 
the roughest of nil the company de- 
mands to reach agreement on. Need- 
less to say, much diHCUssitm on these 
items was directed by and attributed 
to the TafUlnrtley Act and the Lan- 
drum-Griffin Rill. Again, it is up to 
the membership of organiKofl labor to 
rid ourselves of tlie burden placed 
upon us by this legislation. 

Now for a brief review of our new 
contract- We aie trying something 
new, to us, for the first time in that 
the firesent agreement rtina for 28 
months, expiring on July I, 11M12. The 
increa.ses are: Min‘ch 1, IDfiO — 4 per 
cent; March 1, lOfJl — I per cent; and 
July 1, 15)61 — 8,7 per cent.

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Alarming Decline in 
Apprenticeship Noted 

L, U* 835, JACKSON, TENN,— Too 


many employers are too indifferent 
toward apprentice training* They al- 
ways figure they can get the crafts- 
men they need by pirating them from 
someone else* They are kidding them- 
selves* 

And they are doing the future of 
apprentice training in this country a 
great disservice. The conscientious 
and understanding employer who de- 
votes his attention, service and his 
financial assistance to training a lad 
into craftsmanship over a tortuous 
periml of four yeai*s, only to lose him 
to some stujricl, but over-rich corpora- 
tion for a buck or two an hour more, 
begins to lose his interest in training 
a]> prentices* 

The Bureau of *Apprenticeship im- 
ported recently on a staitling decline 
in the number of appi'entices during 
the yeai- 1959. Early in 1958 there 
were 189,000 apprentices registered 
in all trade.s* A year latei* the num- 
ber had dropped to 177,000. The low 
point occuned on July 1, 1959 when 
only 178,8(H) appi-entices wete regis- 
tered. 

The situation revealed by these 
statistics is serious enough under 
]jresent-day conditions* It is even 
more serious in its implications* 

In the light of these known facts, 
why does Ameiican industi'y coutinue 
to treat lightly the essential Job of 
training new craftsmen to replace 
those who will die and retire? Per- 
haps it is another result of the *'Agc 
of Tianqujlizerd' in which we live. 

We of 835 are proud of oiu’ ap- 
prenticeship program which lia.s been 
going on for several years — proud of 
the men who give of their time and 
effort to hold the school, the meet- 
ings of the apprenticeship committee 
and the committee of the employers. 
I feel, this program will soon sepa- 
rate the boys fixim the men* It will 
teach the apprentices the fundamen- 
tals of doing electrical work that they 
woulrl never get in tlie olden days 
before apprenticeship programs.

Business Manager Rowland and dele- 
gates during the past few months in 
an effort to detci-mine the reasonable 
wage pattern, all of which takes much 
time anri serious thought before deci- 
sions are made pertaining to our peo- 
ple's iiossibiiitics in wage discussions* 
I wonder where w^e woiihl be should 
we attempt as individuals to bargain 
with management on ivages? The 
answer of course is quite obvious* 

Our president, Brother Ed* Collins 
I'ccently attended the Regional Utility 
CtmfertTiice, which was held at At- 
lanta, Georgia, Feb, 26tli and 2Tth, in 
order to give a report to the Local of 
major problems in the Utility field of 
the region* At the same time, the 
Ohio State Conference of the IBEW 
was held at Columbus, Ohio and at- 
tended by our Business Manager Rovr- 
land with Brothers Robertson and 
Strieker as delegates from our Local. 

On the local scene there have been 
meetings in w-hich all labor in the 
area is interested, the primary one 
being the scheduled meeting of the 
Committee on Political Education, 
with reports of w^hat has been done 
ami what remains to be done in State 
and National political affairs. This 
sei'ies of meetings was attended by 
most of the union leaders and mem- 
hers fiom the entire region* The bat- 
tle lines arc being defined not too far 
away, Oti the ruitirmal level the pro- 
posed legislation which all labor is 
backing is the F’oi’and Bill, which is a 
social measure with the welfai'e of 10 
million retired people at stake in i^e- 
spect to hospitalization, surgery and 
medication* As we all know^ serious 
illnesses and hospitalization are ae- 
veiT drains on those who are em- 
ployed at fair wages, fmagine w’hat it 
must be for those who are trying to 
live out their lives on very limited in- 
comes, Surely it is a catastrophe for 
those whose income is limited. As 
union members it is our social obliga- 
tion to others and oursel%'^es to write 
Dur various Representatives urging 
them to approve the Forand Bill, for 
though we are employed now our day 
is also coming to go on the retired 
list* 

Again locally was an address by 
one of the leaders of the Nation of 
Israel concerning the part unions are 
playing in the new nation* Also on 
tap was an address by the Assistant 
Secretary of Labor, which ^vas at- 
tended by both labor and management 
groups. It is quite evident that unioms 
do play a very important part in the 
economy of our nation^ yet there are 
those among our people who would 
have all citizens believe that there are 
no **clean" unions, that **all of them 
are corrupt!” Just taiiiT so! 

In recent months the local through 
its representatives and committes, has 
been suece*ssful in negotiating ait up- 
ward revision in classification rates 
ranging from to 14 cents per hour 


for woi'kers in the maintenance .sec- 
tions of the power plants in mir ju nis- 
ei ict ion. Those affected were requirect 
to meri^e into one f^eneral groups with 
possible job assignments coming up in 
any power plant which may have elec- 
trical or mechanical failures of equip- 
ment, Eighteen months of meetings 
and discussions occurred before the 
final details were hammered out and 
the issue resolved by majority vote of 
the members alTectecI by this mei'gcr. 
The majority voted to accept the 6-to- 
14 -cent offer made for the additional 
job duties in%-olved, with portal-to- 
portai pay for those assigned jobs 
away from their base ernplo 5 "ment 
site* Of course there were ami still 
are some phases of seniority rights 
being ironed out in a few individual 
cases. 

During the sessions of the 103rd 
Ohio Geneial Assembly last yeai% or- 
gani^efl labor in the state was instru- 
mental in helping to bring about sub- 
stantial improvements in two major 
pieces of lalxo* legislation » namely 
Supplemental Unemployment Benefit 
hill and improvements in Industrial 
-Accident Compensation bilb Both of 
these bills are now on the books and 
represent substantial impi'ovements 
and gains to unemployed and injured 
workers thi'oughout the state* Of 
coui'se lal>or was accused of making 
the ^'industrial climate unfavorable 
for business in Obiod* The secretary- 
treasuiw of the AFL-CIO State or- 
ganization has this to say, “The rec- 
ord of the i03rd General Assembly is 
the best evidence of the effectiveness 
of political action* it is proof that if 
the woikers elect the right people to 
represent them, they receive their re- 
wai’d in the fonn of laws enacted for 
all and not the pri’vileged few/^ We 
are following with intei est the records 
of our state Repi-esentatives in order 
to be better premia rwl for the coming 
November elections. 

*Another item which may be r»f in- 
tere.st is the inauguration by our local 
of a Tiionthly newsletter service to 
every member of the local; in order 
to keep each member informed of 
political ti'ends, news of fellow mem- 
bei's, accidents, deaths, spoils activi- 
ties of individual members, to give a 
better understanding of why unions 
are necessary, constitutional pixjced- 
ures, etc* We hope in time to have a 
much better informed union member- 
ship from this activity. 

As press secretary I wish to take 
this opportunity to express my appre- 
ciation for the cooperation given to 
me by President P'reeman, Brother 
Glenn McKinnon, liUeinationa] Rep^ 
resentative, Business Manager Row- 
land, the AFL-CIO, the IBEW Edu- 
cation and Research Department and 
all the folks involved in forwai'ding 
to me all current information pertain- 
ing to union activities thioughout the 
country* Without theii' assistance and 
helpfulness, our efforts with our

Strike Narrowly Averted 
By Columbus Signing 
L. r. iifiG, coLr:uBi'.s. onio— 

*‘Look, Ma, we won” — these are the 
words that would describe the 

feelings of the Joint Negotiating 
Committee of L.U* 1466 and 832, as 
they drug their weaiy little hoflies 
out of the Fort Hayes Hotel in 
Columbus, Ohio at 2:30 p.m* Monday 
Februai'y 29th after a grueling 36 
hour session which ended si*x weeks 
of haivl — sometimes bitter — negotia- 
tions, with the Columbus and South- 
ern Ohio Electric Comijany* 

The union and company finally 
reached an agreement just 10 hours 
before the contract expired at mid- 
night* 

The settlement came as a surprise 
to both si ties, because ever since the 
first day of negotiations it seemed 
that we would have a rei>eat of the 
strike we had last year* The com-

Also working with the committee at 
all times was James S, Knight, tiller- 
national Represi*nt alive from V^ice 
Fresident H. B. Blankenship’s ofliee 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, Jim is no new- 
comer to OUT iiegotia lions. He was in- 
sti'umental in getting the initial 
contract on Coiuiiibus and Southern 
Ohio Electric Co. ]iroperty in l!)45, 
and has been bark evety year since. 
He ilifi a damn fine job this year and 
on l>ehalf of both locals. We want to 
thank him jnildicly right here and 
now,— Thankee James — Vii'll Come 
Back^ — Hear? 

Now you have the cast, so on with 
the story. 

Wo had our first meeljng with the 
company the Ifilh of January, and 
presented our mtKlesl list of proposed 
contract changes — we had 32 and the 
roinjiany handeii us a list right Inick 
containing aljoul bU changes that they 
wuided, which was about every I fling 
but our union seal and charter, and 


if they would have got the changes 
they w'aiili.ai we might as well have 
given them those too because we 
wouldn’t have had any members left 
nO“h«w* [ 

They wanted our union security, 
senority rights, safety provisions, etc. 
In short, they wanted about every 
thing except the front and back covers 
on the contract. 

When the company first gave ua 
their list, us old “veUu'ans,” on the 
commiUee grinmxi slyly at one an- 
other — we figured — the company had 
got hold of our lists herorehaml, from 
one of their “loyal employes," and had 
pi'ejjured some counter projiosals to do 
some? friemlly *’hin*setrading’* with. 

Wo didn’t pay too much attention 
to the Cf mi puny’s re<tuests the first 
day or two, ’cause everybody was still 
in the first stage of negotiations which 
as all of you know. Is the smiling, 
hand-shaki n’l hack-s]ai»pin’, joke-lell- 
in' stag!' — sort of a holiday air prt^ 
vails the first couple of days. Then 
alHMit the I bird day we realized two 
thing.s uboul the company’s strategy. 

(1) They were using the old football 
rule — "A giMKl ofTense* is thc^ Ijcsi de- 
fen.se.** — Jt was simple strategy, hut 
very gootl — by keeping us on the de- 
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fense and fiirhthig to keep what we 
already had — *t kept us from 
for anjd:hin|f nioi^. When you are 
fighting for your union *s life over a 
union security provision — you don’t 
have much time to argue over fringe 
benefits — and besides that— you’re too 
damn mad, 

(2) We also found out the company 
%vas dead serious in their iec|uests — 
These boys across the table weren’t 
in there to trade “bosses*’^ It seems 
that management was still some what 
pei’tyrlml nver our little ole five week 
work stoppage last year (us unedu- 
cated f)eopie call ’em Ktrike^i) and 
they figured it would be best for 
everybody concerneii, if they Just 
knocked the props clean out fi-om 
under our mean ole union. After all, 
they had letters (they said) from 
about 20 loyal employes” that crossed 
our picket lines last year and it seems 
that these hei'e '*scahs” don’t like us 
no moi'e — st> the unions gotta go 
Brothers and Sisters, when we found 
this out— the i>ack slappin’ — hand 
shakin’ — Joke stage was official fy over 
— I’m a tel I in’ you. For the next five 
weeks you never heat'd such cusstn’, 
preaching, ravin’, rantin’, screamin’ 
and shouting as went on in that con- 
ference room! 

During that period we g<U some of 
our requests granted, ihxjpjjed some, 
and compromised mi some others and 
the company did likewise, but on the 
morning of Febj'uary 28th we still had 
about half a doxen big items that we 
were a long way apart on, and getting 
no closer fast, so the Federal mediator 
(he ha<l been with us for three weeks) 
called us to the final meeting with the 
understanding from us that vve w’mild 
either reach an agreement or hit the 
bricks. Thirty-six hours later we had 
an agj*eement, which in the opinion 
ef the committee, is a pretty good 
one* See \vhat you think — hi^re it is

Our inequities come to 1.3 percent — 
fringe items come to 1 percent plus 
combined with our wage increase we 
i-eceiv'ed a total package of 11 pei'cent 
for 28 months. 

In addition to the above, we retain 
all of the contract clausf^s we had 
before March 1, lOOO. The company 
backed off at the 11 th hour, in other 
words, we nianagcnl to keep what we 
ah-eady had. 

As 1 said liefoi^e we of the Negotiat- 
ing Committee feel that we walked 
out of the hotel that morning with a 
big victoi'y under our ann, and all of 
□s realized the reason why — the ix‘a- 
son was the way the vast majority of 
both locals conducted themselvcrs <lur- 
ing the strike last your. 

It is our ,sincere l^elief that the 
strike paid off for us this year and 
will continue to do so in coming years, 
due to the increased solidarity and 
bargaining power. 

Nothing could have done moi-e to 
bring our locals closer together and 
make Ihem more militant. 

Speaking for the entire committee I 
want to say to all the member.^ of 
both local.s "It’s a pleasure to ilo 
business for a gix)up of men like you,” 
when a feller knows he’s got 120fl 
hooligans who are with him all the 
way, he can pound the table pretty 
hard, shout and holler, and raise 
cam in general, while he’s talkin’ to 
management — we of the committee 
are as weak or as sti'ong as the mem- 
bership is, and we couldn’t have a.ske(l 
for better suppoi*t this year. Thanks 
a lot, fellers — the victory belongs to 
you. 

We also want to thank Vice Presi- 
dent Blankenship and his stafT, the 
officers and members of the Ohio State 
Electrical Utility Boanl, for the help 
and assistance you gave us peons flur- 
iiig our latest struggle here at Colum- 
bus and Southern Ohio Electric.

Our program had its l>egtmiing in 
Aiiril of lOfiil when a dedsion was 
1 ‘eachiHl by Council Ikdegates to do 
something about the inadequate and 
haphazard company programs. We 
pi'opoHed to build, tn the absence of 
company participation, a sound, pro* 
gresaive pmgram of our owm, with an 
eye to eventual recognition by man- 
agement and an outright Joint Pro* 
gram. 

Ftealizing Un* impm'tance of recog- 
nized material, of prcjven worth for 
the first yearns curriculum, we se- 
lected the ‘Tourse f)f Htdated Study 
For The Outside Electrical Construc- 
tion Industry,” developed by and se- 
cured from the National Joint Ap- 
prentici‘shi]j ami Training Cammiltee 
for the first yearns Htudy. The high 
interest and pojiularity of this course 
has iu*oven the wisdom of the stdec- 
tion . . . and at this point, a huge 
salute of appreciation to ”Bill" 
Damon, Director of the Joint National 
Committee for the willing and able 
assistance given. 

Although recommendation was to 
hold the numlwr of studenbi to around 
Ifi per class, we art* proud to rej»oil 
that in only two instances have we 
l>een able to comply — these in areas 
of smaller work forces.

(AAMial hoy of every nation and of 
every age has not seen himself as 
a brave warrior gone to do battle — 
has not engaged in that pretend 
game of warfare that all boys have 
played since the beginning of 
time?) 

And tag of course, was a favorite 
too ill colonial America, along with 
marbles and kite /lying and tops 
and, ijuite naturally, dolls. Every 
little girl had a doll of some sort 
which she W4)uld of courst^ treat as 
if it were her very own child. 

Games Portray Customs 

lleri^ is an interest ing note from 
t!ie -Imrrmim Faf i/c/oprJm whicli 
we luiglil bring in at tliis jioint :

Indeed 
most of these singing games now 
played by children, such as stage 
eon ell and going to Jerusalem, were 
used instead of the dance by the 
young j>eoplc of tfic Puritan 
era . .

.seotch and jumji rope. AVe could 
stofi by any school lot and .see the 
baseball games in progress. A\"c 
could step in to watch school chil- 
dren at their Araypolc games. Or 
we could see them on a grassy 
lawn* holding hands and singing 
the timeless words of a laiig game. 

AVi' could walk across an open 
field and see the running, leaping 
youths at play— at tag or hlde-aml- 
scck — and wc would hi' in any age* 
in any nation, watching cliildmi 
busy with their games of child- 
hood.
